DEATH OF AUGUSTUS DUNCAN 


ORE 
OF 
CHAMBEKSBURG'S 


LEADING CITIZENS 


He was the Last of the Duncan 


Family of His Generation and 


was in His 84th Year. 


AUGUSTUS DUJTCAX. a native oE Ad- 


ams county, died in Chamhersburg on. 
Tuesday evening of last week in his 
S4th year. He was the last of his gen- 
eration of the Duncan family, a matt 
of strong personality and sterling 
worth. Something of the heart of the 
man speaks in two events of his life. 
He was married to Florence Rowan, 
and was a most devoted husband arid 
their married life of seven years was 
a most happy one. Three children 
were born to them, two dying in in- 
fancy. Mrs. Duncan died in 186U. A 
daughter grew to girlhood and was 
the idol of her father's heart and when 
15 years old fell a victim to tj phoid 
fever. 
The husband and father be- 


reft of his loved one became a recluse 
and lor nearly forty year5? lived alone 
on his fine estate near Chambersburg, 
giving stiicL attention to all his busi- 
ness interests but leaving no one into 
the chamber of his lonely heart, yet 
giving expression to many acts of 
kindness and charity.

Augustus was educated in the prepara- 
tory department of Marshall college 
at Mercersburg, and in 1853, at the age 
of twenty-four, took up his residence 
in Franklin county at the Duncan 
mills in •Juilford township. 
Since 


then he has been more or less conspi- 
cuous in large affairs in that county, 
but in later years his industries have 
been wholly given to his private inter- 
ests. 


Mr. Duncan was not desirous of 


holding public position but as a rec- 
ognition of his qualities as a gentle- 
man and his skill a«c knowledge as a 
fisherman, in 1884 Governor Patterson 
appointed him a member of the State 
Commission of Fisheries, a position he 
filled creditably and with much aid to 
the work of the body. 


Mr. Duncan had always been a 


Democrat and in his more active years 
was a power felt in Franklin county 
politics. In 1867 he became one of 
the owners of "Valley Spirit" and was 
its business manager for nine years al- 
though not remiss as to editorial di- 
rection or suggestions. His partners 
'in the newspaper business were the 
late John M. Cooper who founded that 
newspaper in 1847, sixty-five years 
ago and former Congressman William. 
S. Stenger. For many years he serv- 
ed as a director of the Xational bank 
of Chambersburg and of the Cham- 
bersburg Gas Company. 


Two years ago Mr. Duncan gave out- 


right to the Chambersburg hospital—- 
to which institution he had previously" 
made generous donations—the twd 
story building just east of the hospi- 
tal. 
He had bought it a short time 


before at public sale for |3.000. A 
room in this building, called the Dun- 
can Addition, he reserved for his use 
and tne other portion is used as a 
home for the nurses, as intended by 
the giver. Here Mr. Duncan spent 
most of his time in the recent past. 


Coldbrook, the countrj home and 


iarm of Mr. Duncan, lies a mile east 
of Chanibei'sbuig 
Mr Duncan has 


owned' this estate consisting of 114 
acres, thirtj-six years, purchasing it 
in 1876. The house stands on a slight 
elevation at the foot of which rise two 
streams of cold, clear water which 
flow into the Falling Spring, that runs 
through the place. The mansion was 
erected some time previous to 1794, is 
m excellent preservation and shows 
few signs of the ravages of time. Strik- 
111 its architecun e, it stands about a 
third of a mile distant from the turn- 
pike, tue road over which Lee's army 
made its fated march to Gettysburg 
and within sight of the ground where 
Lee made his 
Headquarters while 


camped near Luambersburg. The farm 
runs to the north side of the turnpike, 
the first milestone standing in front 
of it. The building is of limestone 
with a thick coat of roughcasting and 
challenges attention by the beauty of 
its site and the extent of its frontage.

large sized photograph of the historic 
Rose House of the Gettysburg battle- 
field, a noble stone mansion surround- 
ed by stately trees aud 
luxuriant 


shrubbery. Of this picture but three 
copies were made, neither of the oth- 
ers being now in existence, to the best 
of my belief. 


Rose was a Balttinorean, a man of 


culture and educated tastes. Someone 
had told him that an agricultural life 
was one long drawn-out dream of en- 
joyment. Rose concluded to try it 
An agent told him of a farm in Adams 
county, Pennsylvania, that combined 
all the essentials for prepetual happi- 
ness. The air was so pure that the 
one who breathed it was ID danger 
of outdoing the 
Methuselah 
atunt. 


Reeo bought it. He found that it was 
an extensive 
farm—236 acres—not 


counting the numerous roads 
that take no other. 


What Ro«e thougbt of bit plantation 
wiieu Lougstreet's legion a Quellw va- 
cated tbe place Juljr, 1803, {•••utter 
or record ; for hi* language waa vigor- 
ous as became a man spasmodically 
endeavoring to utter tbe thoughts 
vhicb arose iu him.

It is true that when this action was 


taken no names for temporary chair-

Words used in a match should 
be written down in alphabetical order 
by the referee and of course should 
nol be used again. It is permissible 
for a speller to reter to the used list.

unable to name a word, then the lat- 
ter loses a full point. 


A half point is lost by any player 


who supplies the last letter of a word. 
It is the penalty he pays for not be- 
ing able to "turn" the word—to con- 
tinue the spelling in order to form 
some other word. When only a few 
are spelling there is a double object 
in this, for the speller should have in 
mind when supplying the "next let- 
ler," a word that will not end if spell- 
ed successfully by his 
competitors,

have been announced.

player supplied another "I," having 
in mind "Silirious," the word would 
end with himself.

Anyway, New -York's new brand ot 


spelling bee is not characterized by 
lack of seriousness ,and a careful 
search of the dictionary will prove a 
distinct surprise to many pupils con- 
sidered fairly intelligent when they 
discover words they had not before 
heard. And when a speller In a Dee 
begins a word with "X," It would 
seem that a study of the dictionary 
Is necessary, since not everyone would 
think of "Xylanthrax," meaning com 
mon charcoal. Anyone, for instance, 
who may think the game too easy need 
only attempt to jot down offhand a list 
of twenty such words.

dying Confederates, under the com- 
mand of General Imboden. It was 
along this mournful line that General 
Imbotlen galloped bearing on his per- 
son one of the most interesting docu- 
ments of the war. a sealed package 
and letter entiusted to him by Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee In person on the 
Gettysburg field to be delivered to 
President Jefferson Davis of the Con- 
federacy 
' I impress upon you," said 


General Lee to General Imboden when 
speaking of this document, "that what- 
ever happens this package must not 
fall into the hands of the enemy."
